Plans for erection of a $2,500,000 


10-story combination library and. 


classroom structure to house the 
Atianta Division of the University 
of Georgia were unfolded Tuesday 
night by Dr. George M. laa 
Director. 

Dr. Sparks announced the “new 
building program as a supplement 
te disclosure of plans to settle the 
weeks-long controversy between 
the City and University authori- 
ties over use of a lot at the south- 
west intersection of Courtland and 
Gilmer Streets. 

University officials have insist- 
ea that the City-owned tract, on 
which Atlanta proposed to con- 


struct a $300,000 combination fire 
headquarters and signal system, 
was essential to the development 
of the center, and Tuesday Sparks 
and others announced the Univer- 
sity has almost completed negotia- 
tions through which 
would move its proposed structure 
to the southeast corner of the in- 
tersection lJeaving the southwest 
area for development by the Uni- 
versity. 

Only a few remaining details re- 
main to be worked out before the 
proposal is submitted to Mayor 
Hartsfield and City Council. Un- 
Ger the plan, the University will 
buy the southeast corner and give 
it to Atlanta in exchange for the 
Strategic southwest tract which 
the City now owns. 

Dr. Sparks said the University’s 
plan to erect a $440,000 library on 
the tract will be expanded so that 
the University will build a 10- 
Story structure for class rooms 
and administration atop the li- 
brary. A $1,000,000 program al- 
ready has been planned. These 
plans will be expanded rapidly, 
Dr. Sparks predicted. 

Funds for the development will 
be obtained by matching available 
funds from the Federal Govern- 
ment. Dr. Sparks was enthusias- 
tic about -the development, and 
Said Federal matching funds may 
be secured from several sources, 
two of which are the Meade bill 
and the more recent measure of- 
fered by Sen. George D. Aiken, 
of Vermont, which provides $250..- 
000,000 for educational advance. 
ment. . 

The expansion will be done 
gradually, Dr. Sparks said, but 
eventually all University activities 
will be centered in the new struc- 
tures and the entire building at 
24 Ivy. St.. N._E.,. will .be aban- 
Goned and will be leased to pri- 
vate business to provide an income 
for the AUanta University Center. 
At the present time, about one- 
fourth of the Ivy Street structure 
produces $62,000 annually in 
rentals. 

“We are happy that it now ap- 
pears we will be able to get the 
site we need so much for the de- 
velopemnt of the University Cen- 
ter.” Dr. Sparks said.

from Panama City. 

The lease agreement, concluded 

by diplomats two weeks -ago, was 
turned down 51 to 0 Monday by 
the Panamanian Legislature. 
In accordance with all state- 
ments made to the Panamanian 
Government in the course of the 
negotiations, the necessary steps 
will be taken- immediately with a 
view to the evacuation of all sites 
in the Republic of Panama out- 
side the Canal Zone where United 
States armed forces are now Sta- 
tioned,” the State Department 
Said.

Their report said the 15,805 Se- 
lective Service violation cases con- 
sidered included “approximately 
10,000 willful violators, 4,300 Jeho- 
vah’s Witnesses, 1,000 religious 
conscientious objectors and 500 
other types.” 

The list of those pardoned did 
not indicate 
Board placed each individual. 

“Of this total,” the report con- 
tinued, “618 were granted Presi- 
dential pardons because of a year 
or more service with honorable 
discharges from the armed forces. 
An additional approximate 900 en- 
tered the armed forces and may 
become eligible for pardon upon 
completion of their service. 

“When the Board was created 
there were 1,200 offenders in cus- 
tody. Since that date, an addi- 
tional 550 have been institutional- 
ized. At the present time there 
are 626 in confinement, only 76 of 
whom were in custody on Jan. 
6. 1947.”

Yugoslavs Grab 
160 Fishermen, 
Italians Report 


ROME, Dec. 23—(#)—The Ital- 
ian news agency ANSA reported 
from Bari Tuesday that some 30 
Italian motor fishing boats which 
put to sea recentiv from Southern 
Adriatic ports had been captured 
by the Yugoslavs.

Understandably, Mr. Roberts at first 
demurred on the grounds that he was con- 
nected with the dairy industry, which 
already dominates the Board. But when 
it was pointed out that the Board’s mem- 
bership is stipulated by law to consist of 
two producers, two producer-distributors, 
two distributors and two consumers, he 
accepted. 

And glad we are that he did. For 


while Mr. Roberts is President of the Geor- 
gia Milk Producers’ Confederation, he 


not one of those short-sighted dairymen | 


who refuses to realize that by ruthlessly 
refusing to countenance competition in 
the field they have antagonized the public 
and are retarding the expansion of their 
market. 

We remain of the opinion that the 
State Milk Control Board is a useless, 
harmful and probably unconstitutional 
appendage of State government which 
should be abolished at the earliest op- 
portunity. 

But until such time as it can be com- 
pletely eliminated—or at least revised to 
accord consumers at least the same per- 
centage of membership as the dairy in- 
dustry—the public’s only hope for con- 
sideration lies in having men of Mr, 
Roberts’ caliber and character on it.

Will There 


Be War---Communism? 


Turning to my notes on Germany to answer 
additional questions: 
“Will Communism conquer Europe?” 

That question is inevitably linked with two others, which may 

well be put down along with it: 

“How long will we have to stay in Europe?” 

“Will we have a war?” 

For answers, I will turn to the pages of notes made in Berlin 
and to other pages made in Frankfurt, Germany. They are from 
quotations from Gen. Lucius Clay, of Georgia, who is the com- 
manding officer in our occupied zones of Europe. He wears two 
hats, so to speak. He is commander of the armed forces and he 
is head of military government. 

He is highly respected. Indeed, I think it safely may be said 
he is the most respected personality in occupied Europe. His stature 
is high in all the Allied councils. The Russian respect for him 
may be measured by the extent and bitterness of their attacks on 
him. As of the present they have been so angered.by his refusal 
to accept all their demands they have compared him only with 
Hitler and Goebbels. 

They are currently seeking to bar the papers published jn the 
American zone, after having agreed to allow them in the Soviet 
zone in return for circulation of their own, freely given, in the 
American zone.

Bread for 4 Britons 
In Export Bicycle 


There is a little lesson in the matter of inter- 
national trade contained in a brief statement put 
out recently by a British government agency. In 

one paragraph, included in an article about the second postwar Brit- 
ish Industries Fair, to be held in London from May 3 to 14 next, it is 
pointed out that, for 1947, Britain holds first place in the world’s 
bicycle industry, producing more than 2,000,000 cycles for the year. 

Of these 2,000,000, however, 1,400,000 are marked for export. 
The importance of these wheels for export is seen. in the explana- 
tion that one such bicycle sent abroad to a wheat-producing country 
such as Canada, returns to Britain its equivalent value in wheat, 
approximately 800 pounds, which is sufficient to provide bread for 
a family of four for an entire year. 

And, if you are familiar with the shortages of food in Britain 
today, with the drastic food rationing which has to be retained 
through these postwar years, the importance of the bicycle industry 
to British economics is obvious.

But, by selling his wheels in Canada, he does build up a credit 
balance in that country. That balance may be used in many ways. 
One way is for the purchase of wheat by the British government, 
or some British milling company, which has acquired the right to 
the use of the credit in the normal course of business with the 
cycle manufacturer. 

Perhaps, though, the bicycle manufacturer owes a tin producer 
in Burma for the tin he has imported as material for the making 
of his wheels. Or perhaps for rubber he has imported for his 
tires from some other country. Having created that credit in Canada, 
he uses it to pay his Burmese creditor who, in turn, is indebted 
to some other Canadian industry for some Canadian product. So 
the Burma tin producer pays his Canadian creditor with the Cana- 
dian credit sent him by the British bicycle maker, who secured 
it by shipping his wheels for sale in Canada. 

And the British manufacturer, perhaps, pays over his profit, 
fie Canadian credit balance jeft to his account, for taxes he owes 
his own government. Then the government uses that credit to 
pay for wheat or some other Canadian product so urgently needed 
in Britain. 

It sounds involved, but it is not difficult to understand. And, 
despite all the ramifications of world-wide commerce, eventually it 
all simplifies down to that plain illustration with which this 
column began—one British-made bicycle, exported to Canada, can 
bring back to Britain sufficient wheat to feed a British family of 
four for a year. 

Which is why British export of bicycles and 
factured articles is so important to that country. 


International trade, of course, is not conducted 
on a direct barter system. The British bicycle 
not bargain with a Canadian purchaser as to

Britain has always lived, and prospered, 
Increased Values on its manufactures. It imports the raw 
materials, multiplies their value in its factories and exports them 
for sale abroad. With the proceeds it buys the food, the luxuries, 
the needs of its people and brings them into its home ports. 

For Britain is too heavily populated for it to be possible for it 
to feed its own people on the products of its own fields. It must 
import or die. 

Therein is the reason for the present British economic stringency. 
It so drained itself for the war, its foreign credits are near ex- 
haustion, it must choose, too often, between buying food to import 
or raw material for its factories. Without sufficient food its work- 
ers cannot work—yet without the output of its factories it cannot 
provide the credits to pay for its imported foods, etc. 

Only by the present terrific self-denial, through rationing, and 
the slow rebuilding of its manufactured goods exports, can Britain 
hope to regain its own security. 

Each bicycle it exports means much. Bread is more important 
to Britons than new wheels. It is a simple illustration of an eco- 
nomic, national problem. 

Worth thinking over, it seems to me.

Crime Centers and 
Child Prisoners 


As might be expected, Fulton County led 
Georgia in the number of crimes during the past 


fiscal year. And, as might be expected, the 
larger cities of the State furnished the most criminals in the State's 
prisons. These facts are revealed in the annual report of the State 
Department of Correction just released by Director Charles Wil- 
liams. Fulton County sent 361 persons to the State prisons for 
felony crimes and 824 for misdemeanor crimes. These do not in- 
clude the persons who paid fines or who were given probated 
sentences. 

Ranking next to Fulton, Muscogee County sent 107 persons to 
State prisons for felony crimes. Bibb sent 95, Chatham 90, and 
Richmond was low among the big-city counties with only 36. On 
misdemeanor crimes, Chatham ranked second to Fulton, having 
205. Bibb had 136, Muscogee 118, Ware 63, Spalding 38, and Rich- 
mond again ranked very low with 37. 


Nine counties failed to send any persons 
Some Send None to the State prisons during the fiscal year 
ending Jun® 30, 1947, Williams said. This does not necessarily mean 
that these counties were free of crimes. Their law violators may 
have been permitted to pay a fine or serve their terms on proba- 
tion outside of the State prison walls, or they may have had some 
unsolved crimes. Generally speaking, however, it means they had 
the best record in Georgia. 
Those counties failing to send any person at all to State prison 
were. 
Baker, Banks, 
ferrio and Towns. 
The following counties sent no persons to the State prisons for 
violating the felony laws, the more serious types of crimes: Baker, 
Banks, Brantley, Butts, Clinch, Glascock, Lincoln, Marion, Miller, 
Cconee, Quitman, Schley, Stewart, Taliaferro, Towns, Turner, 
Union, Webster and Wheeler. 
The following counties sent no persons to the State prisons for 
violating misdemeanor laws: 
Atkinson, Baker, Banks, Brantley, Butts, Camden, Forsyth, Glas 
cock, Hart, Jasper, Jenkins, Lamar, Lincoln, Long, Marion, Talia- 
ferrio, Taylor, Towns, Twiggs, White and Wilkinson.

Crime School ducive to making good citizens out of boys and 
girls. The State’s penal reform program first separated the juve- 
niles as best as possible at Tattnall Prison. Then, about a year 
ago, it set up an “honor camp” for the boys and girls under 18 years 
of age. To the unguarded “honor camp” at Battey Hospital go 
those well-behaved juveniles to work the hospital farm and pre 
pare meals for the patients. This camp has a fine vocational train- 
ing program and a fine sports program, and is far removed from 
the prison camp atmosphere of Tattnall. But this camp is not 
large enough to care for all the boys and girls who should be 
there. It cares for about 150. 

The report showed that many youths stay in crime once they 
go to prison. Of 143 white boys under 18 years of age sent to 
prison last year, 45 were repeaters. Of 11 white girls, five were 
repeaters. The ratio of repeaters among Negroes showed 62 re 
peaters among 268 boys, and 10 repeaters among 41 girls. There 
were a total of 463 children sent to prison in Georgia during the 
Year. ° 

Director Williams joins Director Lon Sullivan of the Georgia 
Citizens Council in urging that the home life of the boys and girls 
be improved so they will not fall into crime. 


When the State started reforming its 
Construction Report prison system during the Arnall ad- 
ministration, it first had to start sbending hundreds of thousands 
or dollars to build an adequate State prison. Williams reports that 
that building program has been completed. 

“At the present time we have facilities on the prison reserva- 
tion which will properly house all the necessary employees of the 
institutions, and we have barns and other structures which are ade 
quate in every detail for the proper handling of livestock, poultry 
and horses and mules,” said Williams,

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23—(P)— 
The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion Tuesday granted the railroads 
percent increase in pay for 
carrying mall. 

The increase is retroactive to 
Feb. 19, 1947, when 204 mail-car- 
rying railroads petitioned for an 
increase of 45 percent. 

The 25 percent increase will re- 
main in effect until the ICC has 
acted finally on the 45 percent re- 
quest. 

The ICC held the present rates 
of compensation for the transpor 
tation of mail to be “not fair and 
reasonable.” 

The increase in mail revenue is 
estimated at $32,250,000 a year, 
based on the total mail revenues 
of $129,000,000 reported by the 
Class 1 railroads for 1946 and at 
about $34,500,000 a year based on 
the total estimated revenue of 
$138,030,000 for 1947.

Exercise Aids Muscles

The day before Christmas 
. and of course you're not 
going to stop trimming the tree 
to read about corrective exer- 
cises . . of all things. But 
later, when you get a chance 
to glance over the paper, you 
might be interested in a little 
word-game psychologists have 
worked out. Your immediate 
response to a particular word is 
supposed to “tell you” about 
you. 

All | right—coming 
Your back! Ache? Sacroiliac! 
Pain? Well, misery loves com- 
pany, and you have plenty of 
it... including a lady in 
Peoria... 

“I would like to know what 
exercises would be best for me 
to take, since I have some low- 
er back weakness. I’ve taken 
a good many osteopathic and 
chiropractic treatments and al- 
though the doctors agree exer- 
cise would help, they do not 
tell me what exercises to take. 
I would like to strengthen my 
stomach muscles without too 
much strain on my back, reduce 
my waistline, and at the same 
time strengthen my back mus- 
cles.” 

It’s a big order. If all this 
makes your back ache more, 
curl up in a ball and “rest” your 
back. Here’s how. Lie on your 
back on the floor—in front of 
a hearth fire is a nice cornfort- 
able place. You don’t think of 
the floor as bein,z comfo-table, 
but it can help ‘ake out the 
ache. Let’s see, where were we 
atte oh yes, on your back, 
knees bent. Press the small of 
your back against the floor to 
get a good up and in puil with 
the stomach muscles. Then 
bring both knees back toward 
your chest and fold your arms 
around knees, hugging them to 
chest. Ah .. that really - helps 
take out the kinks. 

If your back feels strained 
when you lie down with legs 
straight out, place a rolled-up 
towel or a tiny pillow under the 
bend of the knees. That takes 
any strain off the lower back 
muscles. 

About special exercises. In 
some cases they help in 
others they should be avoided. 
There is a very simple one to 
strengthen the stomach and 
back muscles.

on exercise 
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Position: Standing against the 
wall, heels away from wall. 

Movement: Flatten your en- 
tire back against the wall... 
and holding it there, slide down 
the wall. This means pulling 
times ... and the last time sit 
down on floor with the small 
of your back in contact with 
the wall. This means pulling 
up firmly with the lower ab-. 
dominal muscles and holding 
this up-pull. Stay there for 5 
minutes and do this for two 
separate five-minute periods 
daily. It rests your back. 

The best present you could 
give yourself this year would 
be an anti-backache board. The 
board is wide and thin and is 
sipped between the mattress 
and the springs to prevent the 
spine from sagging out of line. 
A bed board has been found so 
effective ;in the treatment of 
back infitries and weak backs 
that it is included among the 
routine recommendations of one 
of our famous hospitals special- 
izing in care of these cases.

One of these 
was her own debut party, given in 
the home of her parents on Peach- 
tree Street where the Fox Theater 
now stands. She recalls that the re- 
ceiving line was in the library and 
that the double parlors were used 
for dancing. She remembers well 
that she wore a pale blue satin 
dress, basque style, with panniers 
and a long train, and that she 
carried a bouquet of mixed flow- 
ers with a paper frill around 
them. 


Atlanta society was small in 
those days, and all entertaining 
was done in private homes. The 
finer residences had been planned 
to care for all phases of family 
life, hospitable and. otftilerwise, but 
Mrs. Brantley recalls one unex- 
pected difficulty of major pro- 
portions. On New Year's in 1884, 
the thermometer dropped to a new 
low and the famous Atlanta gas 
froze. Hostesses of the day were 
forced to hastily assemble candles 
and kerosene lamps. But Mrs. 
Brantley adds, though the lights 
were not so bright, the good cheer 
of the season was in no degree 
dimmed.
